THE WARDEN UNDER ARREST. 


How Judge Normile Proposes to Settle a 
Knotty Question. 


Although Judge Normile cannot secure the 
attendance of Wittrock and Haight at the 
Fotheringham trial Monday, he is determined 
to havethe State Supreme Court pass upon 
the question as to whether félons cannot be 
brought out of the penitentiary by writ of 
habeas corpus to testify in cases of this kind.

Courts of recordandany Judge or Justice thereof 
shall have power upon application of any party to a 
sult or proceedin civil or l, pendingin any 
court of record or public body, authorized to exam- 
ine witnesses, to issue a writ of habeas corpus for 
the purpose of bringing before such court or public 
body any person who may be detained in jail or pris- 
on within the State for any cause except a sentence 
for felony, tobe examined as a witness in such suit or 
proceeding on behalf of applicant. 


‘*Since all convicts are now competent wit- 
nesses, the exception in this section is no 
longer operative. In addition section 1,848 of 
the Revised Statutes declares: 

Every — 1 indicted or prosecuted fora criminal 
offense shall be entitled to subpoœnas and compulsory 
process for his witnesses in his behaif and whenever 
any convict confined in the Penitentiary shall be con- 
sidered an important witness in behalf of the State 
eve? @ ll be the duty of the 
Court or Judge in the vocation in 
which the prosecution is pending to at, upon the 
affidavit of the Attorney-General or Prosecuting At- 
torney. a writ habeas corpus forthe purpose of 
bringing such rson before the proper court to 
testify upon such prosecution. Such convict may be 
examined and shall be considered a competent wit- 
ness against a fellow-convict for any offense actually 
committed whilst in prison. 

If my friend, Attorney-General Boone, be 
correct the defendant convict on trial for an 
offense perpetrated while in confinement 
would be placed in the strange position of 
being unable to secure the attention of any- 
body in the Penitentiary whose testimony 
might be favorable to him or necessary 
to prove his innocence, for the Attorney- 
General holds that the defense cannot get 
witnesses out of the penitentiary at all, while 
evidently the State can in cases covered by this 
last section. Now it must be plain that no 
Legislature where constitutional government 
exists would have passed a law giving the 
State compulsory process for their witnesses 
as disclosed inthis section and denying the 
defendant under similar circumstances the 
right of any witness at all. The rea- 
son is obvious for the omission of the 
process for the defendant’s witnesses in 
this section—the Legislature knew the defend- 
ant was amply provided for by section 4,031 
already quoted. This gives any defendant the 
necessary testimony that may be found in

SPREADING, 


RAILROAD EMPLOYES AFFECTED BY THE 
LONGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE. 


Considerable Trouble Experienced in Load- 
ing and Unloading Ships—Members of 
the Executive Board of the Longshore- 
men’s Association Arrested—Dissatisfied 
River Miners—Legislation Against Coal 
Pooling—Labor News. 


NEw YORK, January 29.—The strike goes 
hopelessly on, causing an immense amount 
of inconvenience to those against whom itis 
directed and no little suffering tothe strikers. 
Its managers are now threatening to stop the 
running of the traingon the elevated roads. 
It was rumored that a strike will take place 
to-day on the roads. The trackmen were yes- 
terday ordered to go to 155th street and 
Harlem River to load coal. The men, 
without an exception, refused to go. The fore- 
man called them together and asked them 
again to obey orders, but they still refused. 
Should the order be renewed to-day it is said 
that the 150 trackmen will strike and their ex- 
ample will de followed by the msechinists, 
painters, carpenters and other shop hands. 
Five hundred of these men have already been 
organized. Should all these strike, it 


is believed that the trainmen will also go out. 
More and more coal enters the city every 
day, and the attempt to create a famine has 
been abandoned. The effort to prevent its 
movement after reaching the city, and espe- 
cially to stop the loading of steamers, con- 
tinues as determinedly as ever, and with 
about the same degree of success as for sev- 
eral days past. 
KXTENSION OF THE STRIKE . 

The extension of the strike to the railroad 
freight handlers on the several railroads hav- 
ing dock facilities on the city water front has 
brought the numberof men now out np to 
nearly 30,000. The probability is that before 
the day is over all railroad employes will 
cease work. The menonthe New York City 

Northern Railroad, Pier 4, East 
River, claim to have had grievances against 
the company on account of low rates of 
wages and also irregularity of pay * 2 the 
men claiming that insome instances the pay 
was more than a month overdue. Though this 
is denied by the company, the men through 
sympathy with the coal shovellers and the 
steamship longshoremen went out yesterday. 
They were sent for by Mr. Allen, the Super- 
intendent, but refused to treat with him in- 
sar etn 

The railroad men on the Hartford dock, 
East River, were the next to go out, and it is 
rumored that to-d 
vania and other railroad docks will go out. 
The greatest difficulty in moving freight is on 
the docks along the North River, where most 
of the ocean steamships are berthed. All out- 
going vessels have been detained for want of 
coal, and it was said at the headquarters 
of the strikers that several vessels 
had proceeded to sen with an 
insufficient supply of coal and also with an 
incomplete cargo. Long lines of trucks were 
standing along the front of the piers on West 
street this morning, and the drivers helped to 
load them on the dock. Thereis no difficulty 
in getting men to load the freight, but as the 
men are green at the work in most instances, 
they are necessarily slow. The steamer La 
Bourgoyue of the French line sailed this 
morning, but it was stated that

On the Old Dominion 
dock there were over one hundred men at 
work to-day,and many men who applied for 
work were turned away. The steamer Old 
Dominion, it was said, would sail on time. 
The Wyoming of the Guion Line had three 
gangs of men at work on her. The dock- 
master says they can get all the coal that is 
required and all the men they need to handle 
the freight.

COERCION FOR IRELAND FORESHADOWED 
IN HIS ABLE SPEECH. 


Labouchere’s Joke on the Leader of the 
House — Negotiations with the Liberal 
Unionists to Be Dropped—Gladstene’s Ul- 
ness—Russian Nihiliste Hanged in Prison 
—The Stanley Expedition—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lordo, January %.—Hicks Beach in his 
defence in the Commons last night, made a 
long and on the whole, able speech, which 
can be summed up ina few words. The Gov- 
ernment, he says, will soon introduce legisia- 
tion for dealing with the condition of the 
miserable inhabitants in the congested dis- 
tricte of Ireland. He plainly foreshadowed 
coercion, and said: We are pledged to 
maintain the union, but it is no use to main- 
tain the union; itis worse than useless to 
waintain the union. It would be better to 
have separation unless with the union we 
maintain the reign of law in Ireland,’’ 
The other proceedings of the evening were 
entirely devoid of interest, except the very 
successful joke of Labouchere’sin the form of 
a question to the leader of the House, saying 
that as he wished to put an important finan- 
Cial question he would be glad to be informed 
when the Chancellor of the Exchequer would 
BE IN HIS PLACE. 
A moment later Nevilie, who beat Goschen 
at Liverpool, walked up to take the oath 
amidst uproarous Liberal and Irish cheers. 
Much interest, and some indignation was 
aroused by the Speaker’s announcing the cry 
of ‘‘shame’’ to be unparliamentary, and that 
itshould not be permitted to be used. The 
most striking result of the defeat of Goschen 
is that little or nothing more will be heard 
of the round table conferences. The party of 
Liberal members made strong representations 
to Gladstone as to the harm it is causing, by 
unsettiing Liberal opinion in the country. 
Thirty private members have offered to resign 
their seats in favor of Goschen, to put their 
party under obligation to them. The Land 
Commission appointed a short time ago is 
about to report in favor of land purchase in 
Ireland, and strong legislation against boy- 

ocotting. 

LITERARY CHAT. 
Thorald Rogers tells me in working at the 
Bodleian Library, Oxford, he has discovered 
some extremely interesting papers bearing 
upon early American political history. They 
are dated 1705 and 1725, and consist chiefly of 
what, in parliamentary language, may be 
called the ‘‘case’’ against the abortive bill, 
introduced into the Commons for altering the 
Constitution. He thinks there is enough ma- 
terial to make one of John Hopkins’ historical 
pamphlets.

It appears from this statement that the aver- 
age cost per ton (£61) of British and French 
torpedo boats is the same. The principal dif- 
ference between Great Britain and France 
consists in the superiority of the former in 
torpedo vessels of thirty-eight to forty meters 
in length; France possesses boats of oaly 
twenty-five to thirty meters. This superiority 
is the more disadvantageous because twenty- 
five vessels of the latter class have been added 
to the French Navy since February last.

Manning and Mr. Jordan will remain in office 
until after Congress adjourns. Mr. Mannipg 
may remain until the first of April. He will 
be guided by the wishes of the President and 
suit his going away,so faras hecan, to Mr. 
Clevelaud's convenience. There has been no 
formal offer yet made to Mr. Manning of this 


bank presidency, but it will be made to-day. 
He has been told of the position, but the 
formai offer has been withheld, so that he 
could go to the President and get his opinion 
before the offer was made. Mr. Manning calied 
on the President yesterday afternoon and had 
along talk with eim. The President said that 
while be disliked to lose him and have any 
change made in his Cabinet, yet he did not 
like to assume the responsibility of standing 
in the way of what he regarded as Mr. Man- 
ning’s advancement. He felt that, perhaps, 
Mr. Manning’s health might not continue to 
be good enough to enable him to sustain the 
work of the Treasury Department. If Mr. 
Manning should remain in the Cabinet through 
loyalty to the President and again fall 
sick, the President would feei that 
the responsibility for the breakdown would 
be on his shoulders. The proposed change 
is considered by his friends greatly advan- 
tageous to the secretary. He will receive 
more than double his present salary and will 
not be burdened with much work. Since the 
President has given his assent to Mr. Man- 
ning’s withdrawal from the Cabinet, it is cer- 
tain he will accept the bank presidency to- 
Gay, when the formal tender is made to him. 
Mr. Jordan went to New York last evening to 
consult with some of the members of the new 
bank directory. Itisexpected Mr. Fairchild 
will be given Mr. Manning’s place. No ene 
has been mentioned yet as a successor to 
Treasurer Jordan.

SENATOR GRAY. 


HIS UNANIMOUS ELECTION RY A LEGISLAT- 
URE ENTIRELY DEMOCRATIC. 


A System of Elections Which Bars Out Re- 
publicans From Representation in the 
State Assembly—Bayard’s Successor Poor 
in Purse, But Very Able — Father“ 
Philetus Sawyer, the Friend of the Rau- 
roads—Some Facts About the Pacific 
Railroad Indebtedness.

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 29.—Senator 
Gray of Delaware was nominated as the unan- 
imous selection of the caucus, and when it 
came tothe final election he was the unan- 
imous choice of the Legislature. This has 
been printed as evidence ofthe non-partisan 
character ofthe Senator’s support. A Dela- 
ware gentleman says that the explanation of 
this singular unanimity is that there is nota 
single Republican in either branch of the 
Legislature. It is certain that there is no other 
such Legislature in the country. It 
is not that there are no Republicans 
in the State, but the system of elections 
there does not afford Republicans any 
chance for representation. It must be a very 
dull Legislature, made up of one party. Del- 
aware is as much of a pocket boroughas Ne- 
vada. It is understood that Mr. Bayard is to 
come back to the Senate when he leaves the 
Cabinet. He is te succeed Senator Saulebury. 
Senator Gray is tall, with a heavy figure. He 
has a large, well-shaped head, covered with a 
thick growth of dark hair. His angular-feat- 
ured face is smooth shaven, with the excep- 
tion of a dark, fowing mustache. Senator 
Gray is a good talker. He is very deliberate 
in his movements. He has great confidence 
in himself. He is a very good story-teller and 
has already made quite a reputation for him- 
self in the Senate cloak-rooms. The Senator 
is one of the few recent additions to the Sen- 
ate who do not represent mere money-bags. 
He is a poor man and has little to depend on 
outside his salary. 

SAWYER. 

Father Philetus Sawyer, who has been in- 
sured another six years in the Senate, does not 
look a day older than when he first entered the 
Senate. He looks as hard as one of the oaks 
in any of his numerous saw-mills. He is the 
living disproof that fat men are not healthy 
and have nochance to roll up the years of 
life with the lighter-weighted men. Sawyer is 
now in his 7lst year. He carries his fat as if 
it were an inexhaustible reservoir of health 
and energy. He was in the House ten years 
before he was elected to succeed Angus Cam- 
eron. He has been in Congress now sixteen 
years. This lumber millionaire, however,takes 
great care of himself, lives simply and fights 
shy of the elaborate dinners which over-stuff 


and break down so manyof the Senators. 
Sawyer is the very perfection of the local poli- 
tician.

New Tonk, January 29.—The Tribune this

DASHED TO PIECES. 


Wreck of the Schooner Graham and Rescue 
of Five of the Crew. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsSPATCH. 

Harrmax, N. 8., January 29.—Word was 
brought to the city Thursday night that the 
schooner Charles Graham, from Bermuda to 
Halifax, had been dashed to pieces on the 
shoals of Sand Bay, and all on board lost and 
the story was telegraphed tothe Post-Dis- 
PATCH. These sunken rocks are three-fourths 
of a mile from shore, and nothing but debris 
remained to tell the story of any of the many 
vessels that have been wrecked. A courier 
came to town 4 morning with the 
news that part of the crew was saved, and the 


survivors soon arrived. Second 
Boudrot, a weather-beaten Frenchman 


of 45, told the PoOsT- DISPATCH cor- 
respondent the following story: The 
schooner arrived off the coast on Sun 


day night. There was a very high sea running 
Monday, with a heavy gale and a thick fog. 
Even with our sails double reefed, one rail of 
the Charles Graham was under watér. We 
thought we were about 100 miles from Halifax. 
At8o’clock we found ourselves among the 
breakers. A minute later the vessel dashed 
against the rocks and, with great force,began 
to pound heavily. We had no idea‘ where we 
were, and could not see our hands before us. 
Our men commenced cutting the foremast, 
which, in falling, struck the huge rock tower- 
ing above the vessel. This made a bridge from 


the vessel. Capt. Coleridge said: ‘Boudrot, 
1 — we are all gone.’ ‘Yes, 
Captain,’ I repiied, ‘I’m afraid we are.’

FAT JUSTICES. 
In the race of life fat men held theirown very 
well. Justice Miller ofthe Supreme Court, 
who is over 70, will weigh over 200 pounds. 
Justice Field, also over 70, must weigh nearly 
as much. Chief Justice Waite, too, is 70, and 
although barely medium height must weigh 
fully 200. Let he is to-day one ofthe most 
active members of the court. I see him nearly 
every day on the streets, stepping off at a 
sharp gait of at least five miles 
an hour. Justice Bradley, who is 
over 7, is the lean member of 
the judicial quartette eligible for re- 
tirement. He looks more languid and less 
full of life than — Ot his colleagues. The 
Supreme Court Justices have to work very 
hard, but the work seems to act upon them 
like a tonic. The Justices, as a general rule, 
soon break down after leaving the bench. Ex- 
Justice Strong is the exception. He has been 
retired from the bench for several years. He 
is now 75 years old, but he is hale and active. 
His figure ie well filled out. His tall, distin- 
guished figure is seen nearly every day among 
the pedestrians who walk the avenues for ex- 
ercise. Judge Strong rarely, if ever, rides.

BASE BALL. 


Among the events occurring in the ball fleld 
afew worthy of being placed on record are 
given below: The largest number of innings 
ever played in one game was twenty-four, 
which were played ina game between the 
Harvards and Manchesters at Boston, Mass., 
May II, 1877. The quickest time in which nine 
innings were ever piayed was 47 minutes. The 
game was between the Daytons and lrontons, 


at Dayton, O., September 19, les4. The 
greatest distance a ball was ever 
thrown is 133 yards 1 foot and 71: inches. 


This feat was accomplished by John Hatfield 
at Brooklyn, N. I., on October 15, 1872. Hat- 
field at one time played with the old Mutuals, 
but is now a resident of this city. He has re- 
tired from base ball and is engaged in the pool- 
room of Richard Koche. Another record, un- 
authenticated however, was made by W. B. 
Kenny, who, it is claimed,threw a ball 446 
feet at Melbourne, Australia, September, 
1886. The bailthrown by Hatfield was a base 
ball, and that thrown by Kenny was a 
lacrosse ball. The largest number of games 
played by any one club in one season was tbat 
played by the St. Louis Browns last year, 
when the world's champions played 175 games 
from March 27 to October 31, inclusive. "Niel 
and Welch, flelders for the Browns, played in 
every game ofthe 175, and thereby made the 
record for the largest number of games ever 
played by any oue player. 
SWIMMING. 

Of swimming records the best for 40 yards 
was that made by J. Haggerty on a straight. 
away course at Lambeth Baths, London, Au- 
gust 19, 1836. The distance was made in 23% 
seconds. Haggerty also holds the 80-yards 
record which he made, 524%, at London on the 
same day, as well as the 100-yards, I:, 
which he made at Blackburn baths, Scptem- 
ber 23, 18:6. M. Henry made the /72-yards 
record, 48 seconds, and the 108-yards’, 1:15 4-5. 
The first was made at London, December, 1885, 
and the second in the same city, January, 1836. 
Both of these performances were amateur. T. 
Meissner, an amateur, is the maker of 
the best record at which 
he made in 2:47%, straightawa 
and with the tide in East River, New Yor 
City, September 2. 1883. The 440 yards’ rec- 
ord, 8:32%, was made by G. Cohen on a 
straightaway course witha strong tide in the 
East River at New York, September 1, 1878. 
Chas. F. Senk is the possessor of the best 
swimming record at one mile. It is 12:42% 
minutes, and was made at New York City, 
September 1, 1878, and is an amateur per- 
formance. The record for 3 miles, 1:53:30, 
was made by A. P. Dougiass in still water, at 
Philadelphia, on June 24,1876. 

ROWING. 

The fastest time in which any boat was ever 

ulled over three miles of water by men is 
15-87% minutes. This feat was accomplished 
by the Argonauta R. A., amateur four, at Kill 
von Kull, N. J., September 8, 1875, straight- 
away course. he best three-mile record for 
double sculls ie that of 18:37 made by Edward 
Hanian and George W. Lee at Caiumet Lake, 
III., June 28, 1883, and the best three miles on 
record for single sculls is the record made by 
Jacob G. Gaudaur, 19:54, at White Bear Lake, 
Minn., June 26, 1886. The record for three 
miles, singte, is also claimed for Edward Han- 
lan who was said to have made the distance in 
Lake Quinsigamond, Worcester, August 14, 
1886, in 19:28, but good authorities discreditthe 
statement that the course was accurately sur- 
veyed and makethe counter-claim tmatit is 
fully a minute short. 

The best time for4 miles, 440 yards, 20:40, 
was made on September 15,1882, by the Thames 
lub four. The course was straight-away, 
Putney Aqueduct to Mortlake. The same 
course was rowed over on April 9, 1888, ina 
single, by Chas. Brightweil, who then made 
the best single record for the distance, 
namely, 22:18. Wm. Beach went over the same 
course September 18, 1886, making the best 
championship time, 12:29. 

BILLIARDS. 

Nonew records have been made in billiards 
since Jacob Schaefer ran 230 at 14-inch balk- 
Une ina game at New York, playedin March, 
1886, between Schaefer and Vignaux, which 
Schaefer won. The record at three-ball French 
carroms was made by Maurice Vignaux. 
in Paris, April, 1880, in a game between Slos- 
son and Vignaux. His best run, which is now 
the record, was 1.531. The best run at cush- 
ion caroms was made by William Sexton in 
New York, December 29, 1831. His perform- 
ance on that occasion was a run of 77 points. 
The best run atthree-cushion carroms, }4, was 
made not long since by an amateur billiard 
player of this city, but the performance has 
not gone on the ks and cannot, therefore, 
be properly called an authenticated record.

EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

Little Rock has some of the best schools in 
the South. Her free schools are 292 
noticeabie for their high standard of excel 
lence. The amount of money invested in 
school building is about $153,000. The corps of 
teachers number r School buildings, 
eight. Pupils enrolled, 3,584. Average daily 
attendance over 2,500. The course of study is 
so thorough that the pupil completing it is 
able to enter any of our Eastern colleges with- 
out further preparation. The ‘‘Board of 
Education’’ is composed of the very best men 
in the city,and is made upjregardless of political 
predilections. The members who are now 
serving have filled their offices for a com- 
bined term of over eighty-nine years, some of 
them having served for sixteen consecutive 


years. Besidesthe public schools there are 
several collegés, all in a prosperous condi- 
tion.

The mineral deposits surrounding Little

PUBLIO BUILDINGS. 

We doubt if any State south of the Mason 
and Dixon line’’ can make as handsome a 
showing as can Arkansas in this respect.

NEW NOVELS. 


Alone in Boston—How the Path to Fame 
Lies Over, Thorns and Briars—Lemuel 
Barker in Boston—RBoussian Provincial 
Life—Biograghy of Emery A. Storrs—Art 
Publications. 


„The Minister’s Charge, Mr. Howells’ 
latest volume, while possessing graye faults 
from an artistic point of view, is not without a 
large share of that peculiar talent which 
makes the writings of this author so in 
teresting, both from a popular and from 
critical point of view. It must be said that the 
novel opens and closes in a style 
which would condemn the work of 
anew author without further examination. 
It is a pity that after such careful study 
as is perceptible in the body of the 
volume before us, the author could not spare 
an extra half hour to open bis tale dramatic- 
ally and close it artistically. Since he has 
not done so, however, we must e’en pass it 
over, with indulgence for the folbles of genius, 
and proceed to glance at some of the beauties 
of the work, which will be best unfolded ina 
review of the story itself. 

Mr. Sewell, minister of the Gospel, in a dem- 
onstration not apparent, opens the scene in 
an attitude of remorse. He has been guilty of 
the crime of praising the verses of an ambi- 
tious country lad, well- knowing them to be 
rubbish. His punishment is that the lad 
eventually comes to Boston to seek 
his fortune, and the minister forever 
after feels responsible for him. Without 
pausing over the character of Mr. Sewell and 
his wife, both a little feeble from a literary 
point of view, we turn to Lemuel Barker, the 
hero, whose delineation certainly is not want- 
ing in strength. 

Lemuel isa country bumpkin of the very 
cloddiest description. His mother wears 
bioomers and manages a farm, and Lemuel, 
sickening of a dreary home and inspired with 
faith in his own genius by the minister’s too 
flattering praise, throws off the restraints of 
country life and comes up to Boston, thickly 
daubed with the green of his native goose- 
berry bushes, to seek,his fortune with a ten- 


dollar bill in his pocket. The way in 
which Lemuel’s character is developed 
by the author deserves high praise. 


Naturally enough, the first thing he does, 
after a visit tothe minister (who on this occa- 
sion tells him the simple truth and advises 
a return to his country home) is to get himself 
confidenced out of his $10 bill, after which he 
goes to sleep on a seat in the park and is 
robbed of all his remaining change and the 
poem. Penniless and poemless in the streets 
of Boston, his next adventure is to be arrested 
on suspicion of having snatched a satchel out 
of agirl’s hand in precisely the same way as 
Oliver Twist met with the same fate in Dick- 
ens’ able hands. 

In fact we have here an accusation to make 
against Mr. Howells. He has evidently been 
studying Dickens, not wisely, but too well.“ 
Several of the characters in The Minister’s 
Charge are simply Dickens and water, with 
astrong dash of Mr. Howells thrown in for 


flavor. The whole character of Lemuei 
bears altogether too strong a fami- 
ly likeness to David Copperfield; 


while ‘‘Statira Dudley, the girl whom Lem- 
uel was accused of robbing, and with whom 
he falls in lové, is altogether too much like 
‘*Dora’’ to pass for anything but a plagiarism. 
As Mr. Howells possesses plenty of imagina- 
tion of his own, and a power of delineating 
character only less than that of ‘‘the master’’ 
himself, it is not easy to see why he thus in- 
duilges in literary sacrilege. 


After his arrest and acquittal, Statira being 
unable to identify her assailant, Lemuel was 
again turned penniless on the streets of Bos- 
ton. Being without money or shelter, he was 
introduced by a friendly policeman to the 
**Wayfarer’s Home’’ where he was taken in 
charge by a friendly tramp, who inducted him 
into the ways of the establishment. This 
tramp turns up later to Lemuel’s discomfiture. 
The next morning he was unearthed by Mr. 


Sewell, who had read of his story 
in the papers, and who procured 
him a situation with one of those 


strong-minded Yankee maiden ladies, who 
are much more plentiful in modern noveis 
than in real life. Here he remains giving 
perfect satisfaction for some time, until the 
maiden lady’s silly niece, after first decorat- 
ing his room with flowers and giving him 
George Eliot’s novels to read by way ofa lib- 
eral education, procures his discharge for 
imaginary insolence to her, of which he had 
not been guilty. Silent, reserved, proud and 


withal painfully rustic, Lemuel’s charac- 
ter comes out well in these early 
pages. Under all his greenness there 


lies a strong reserve force of determination of 
character, which slowly, but steadily breaks 
through the upper crust of bucolic stolidity, 
and earns him respect even among those 
whose contempt for him is greatest. Through 
a fortunate accident he promptly obtains em- 
ployment in a ‘‘Family Hotel,“ in which he 
had taken refuge for the night. Entering as 
elevator boy, head waiter and general facto- 
tum, he soon works his way upward in the 
estimation of guests and employer, until he 
at last occupies the position of clerk and gen- 
eral manager. 

Long before this he had fallen in love with 
and attained to the high dignity of the ‘‘fel- 
low“ ot no less a person than Miss Statira 
Dudley, who with her friend Manda Grier in- 
habita little room on the fifth floor of a big 
building. The former is a ‘‘saleslady;’’ the 
latter employs her business hours in a fac- 
tory. Both are well drawn pictures of respect- 
able low-class American girlhood—’Manda 
strongminded, sharp as vinegar and vulgar as 
only such girls can be; S'tira weak and silly, 
helpless and delicate, leaning upon the 
stronger nature ot her friend and protector. 
Both girls are prolific in the slang of the day, 
and cut up their words as only American girls 
can. Their conversation is one long series of 
apostrophes something as follows: 


„Nu S’tira wa'n't such a perfect little 
blind fool she could see ’t you didn’t care for 
her any more than the ground 't you walk on, 
'n tt you'd be glad enough if she were under 
it, te., te., interlarded with slang ot the 
lowest description. 

The author shows admirably how Lemuel 
found 8 tira all sufficient to fill his life and 
heart during the early stages of his career, 
but as his nature developed and broadened, 


how he became more and more alive 
to her inferiority, until at last she 
became a burden too heavy to be 
borne. Just what moral the author 


intends to portray by this section of the story 
is not very clear; apparently he scarcely 
knows himself. Lemuel grows onward and 
upwards, his character developing its beau- 
ties every day. He falls in love with a hign- 
minded, noble girl who reciprocates his affec- 
tion; but alas, he is tied to 8tira, who com- 
plicates the situation by falling into consump- 
tion while Lemuel falls under the indignation 
of that appalling specimen of Yankee girlhood 
"Manda Grier, who is almost as ugly as her 
name and quite as sour. 

It is not our intention to carry the reader to 
the bitter end, in order to save him the troubie 
of feading the volume, so we will follow the

can fiction, Mr. Howells, and shroud our finale 
in even more impenetrable darkness than he 
ha.

‘(COUNT XAVIER’’ is nota hook that we can 
cordially recommend, less on account of any 
positive evil than from a lack of decided good. 
The book is vapid and the interest drags. At 
the same time Henri Greville is too important 
a writer for her latest work to be passed by 
without comment of any kind.

Tur BiocGRaPHy OF Emery A.’STORRS is a 
handsome, and apparently, very efiicient 
work on the subject of the sketch. Mr. Storrs 
was, it will be remembered, the Chicago 
lawyer who defended Mr. Mackin against the 
charge of illegal tampering with the ballot, 
and who died suddenly at Ottawa while prose- 
cuting his case. Mr. Storrs was famous not 
only as a lawyer, but was well Known in 
the world of letters to which he con- 
tributed various works of. yalue. AS an 
editorial writer for the Chicago press 
he was well known throughout 
the Western States. A total abstainer for 
many years, he worked hardin the cause of 
temperance and won many converts for the 
side of life usually decorated with blue rib- 
bons. A magnificent orator, he was ever 
ready with the famous wit which sparkled and 


of social entertainments. As a city politician 
(honest, perhaps, as the best), Mr. Storrs was 
wellknown. A good husband, worshiped by 
and devoted tothe faithful partner, who hur- 
ried to his side, arrived just in time to cheer 
his last moments, Mr. Storrs was no less re- 
spected as a friend. For sham men and tinsel 
appearances he had no use whatever, and his 
vigorous satire and denunciations against 
various forms of hypocrisy won him enemies 
while they increased the respect of the 
many who were proud to call him 
friend. Let me burn out; not 
rust out“ was a favorite remark. His wish 
was granted. The very morning after an un- 
usually brilllant speechin defense of his cli- 
ent, the news went forth tothe world ‘‘Emery 
A. Storrs of Ohicago is dead.’’ He had 
breathed his last in a sudden paroxysm of the 
heart. The book, a large strongly bound 
octavo volume of 800 pages, deals extensively 
with the minutest details of his career, and is 
illustrated with a fine steel engraving of Mr. 
Storrs as he appeared shortiy before his

THE ART REVIEW FOR DECEMBER contains 
among other excellent things an article by 
Mrs.Edward Dodd on ‘‘The Subjects of Ameri- 
can Painters.’’

young artists woula take the vow mentioned 
by Miss Dodd ‘‘not to paint a Breton peasant 
in greys tending sheep or any cattle whatso- 
ever. 
The Art Notes are fullof interest. Several 
notes on Munkacsy and his paintings are very 
good, happily, for they are not compliment- 
ary to his later work. 
The illustrations are very good, The frontis- 
piece, an etching by Thomas Moran, is like all 
of Mr. Moran’s work, good and generally ad- 
mired. It is a pity that such excellent ex- 
amples of photogravure should be in the 
slightest way marred by the subject chosen. 
**Mandolinata’’ makes a remarkably pretty 
and pleasing picture, though the proportions 
of Mile.

Sir Walter Scott's Country’’ really ought 
to be more fully illustrated; the two illustra- 
tions being so beautiful, one naturally asks 
for more. The short history of Michetti's 
life, so far as he has lived it, and his work, is 
finished inthe present number, and the last 
installment is interesting even to those who 
may not have seen the first. The caricatures 
of Wagner are so good that you can’t help en- 
joying them, though you do remark that they 
are mostly French caricatures and, therefore, 
liable to be more amusing than kind. Noone 
can doubt, however, that Wagner deserved 
little kindness, and this author does not gila 
his faults or seek to hide them, but, like a 
wise man, resolves that, however ungrateful 
and unworthy Wagner showed himself to de, 
the fact cannot interfere with enjoyment of 
his best and most beautiful music.

THE LEAGUE STILL STRUGGLING WITH ITS 
KNOTTY NINE-CLUB PROBLEM. 


— 


How the Market Price for Ball Players Has 
Risen—Sullivan Calls Killen a Cur—Gos- 
sip Among the Athletes—Base Ball Notes 
and Sporting News in General. 


The time is rapidly approaching when the 
National League of Base [Ball Clubs 
will be compelled to take some decisive action 
as to the course which will be pursued by it 
for the season of 1887. One-half the winter va- 
cation of six months has passed and yet the 
League has done nothing to settle the ques- 
tion—an important one by the way—of the 
number of its clubs for next year. Itcan now 
afford to dally with the problem no more than 
thirty days to come, for by March the clubs 
must begin to prepare for the season’s work. 
If rumors, and they are plenty, are to be 
believed almost every club in the body, 
except one or two favorite ones, 
is liable to expulsion, but rumors 
are not always worthy ot consideration. Much 
insight, however, is not required to see that 
one thing is definitely settled. That is, that 
the National League next year will be com- 
posed of no more than eight cities. At least, 
four prominent presidents have given that 
much out as fixed. The names of these gen- 
tlemen are Spalding, Day, Soden and Young. 
To the two clubs most prominently mentioned 
as candidates for expulsion, the St. Louis Ma- 
roons and the Kansas City, has been added 
another, namely Washington. It will be re- 
membered that the Nationals are in the same 
boat with the Cowboys—the League holds the 
unconditional, undated resignations of both. 
If Spalding & Company are worthy of belief 
two clubs must go and one must be 
added or one must be dropped. Indian- 
apolis, independently from its negations 
and alleged negotiation forthe purchase of the 
tranchise right of St. Louis, bas filed an appli- 
cation with the League for membership. The 
League favors that application for more than 
one reason. Thetownis considered a good 
and paying ball city, it is within easy reach, 
and the men back of the scheme have money. 
Spalding and his confreres are too smooth to 
reject harshly such afavorable opportunity of 
gaining a wealthy ally, andasa mark of ap- 
preciation of Indianapolis’ enthusiasm, the 
former has specially requested President Von 
der Ahe to play one of the world’s champion- 
ship series in that city. His correspondence 
with Mr. Treat and his friends has been of the 
most kindly character. He has told them, 
not that Indianapolis will be admitted, but 
that it may hope. So much for one of the 
applicants for the prospective vacancy. 

As to Kansas City Mr. Spaiding has 
unequivocally stated that it will in all proba- 

bility be ordered out. To St. Louis the other 
hounded-down club, Mr. Spalding has said: 

It you don’t go out till we pu ou out, 

you'll stay in till you die.“ Now, ff Kansas 

City goes, St. Louis stays and Indianapolis is 

admitted, the League will be in as bad a pre- 

dicamentas it ever was. It will still have 

nine clubs, and the problem will be unsolved. 

So far as the St. uis Club is concerued, 

President Stromberg has authorized the Post- 

DISPATCH to say that it will stick to the 

League, or spend every available dollar it has 

to fight the case inthe courts, and he seems 


determined to do so, too.

More recent developments, the probability 
of Washington and Kansas City being notified 
that their resignations have been accepted, 

and that of 8 with its club, bolting 
the Association and joining the League, have 
indicated a — n satisfactory settlement 
ot the question and one which is accepted by 
more old heads in the business than one. If 
Spalding is uncertain of Brooklyn and is even 
now endeavering to wheel Mr. Byrne into line, 

this very uncertainty will = a 1 the 
fondness and palaver which been 
heaping on the gentlemen in Hoostier- 

town. at the last minute Brook 
ivn fails him he can easily turn to In- 

dianapolis and be sure of a warm welcome. 

If his efforts with Brooklyn end successfully, 

that very able body of ball players with their 

moderate wealth are greatly to be preferred 
tothe other city with its barrels of wealth 
but no body of ball players at all. At the 
same time the policy he is now pursuing can- 

not be put the best one under the circum- 
stances. It Mr. Spaiding-is waiting for the 

announcement from St. uis that the Ma- 

roons are ahoutto disband he must wait a long 
time, and until that announcement is made he 
and his apportionment committee cannot 
touch Glasscock, Denny or any other player 
on the team.
